Passes Away.

George Mardorff, Sr., was born in 


Bedford on September 38, 1835, and 
died at his home here early Sun 
day morning, August 13, 1900, aged 
seventy-four years, ten months and 
fourteen days, after an illness of one 
week. He was a son of Mr. and Mrs 
William Mardorff and was the younger 
of two children. On May 3S, 1851, at 
Bedford, he was married to Miss Sarah 
Songster, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
William Songster, of Mt. Pleasant. 


To this union were born eight chil- 


dren, namely, Mrs. F. M. Mechling, 
Frank C. Mardorff, of Pittsbnrg; Ed- 
ward Mardorff, of Brownsville; Annie 
E., J. Rush, George, Charles and Will- 
iam, of Bedford. 
The last named 


died when a few years old. 


Mr. Mardorff spent nearly all his 


life in Bedford. 
Willow Grove, 


In 1S53 he moved to 
but returned to this 


place in 1354 and has since resided 
here. 


He was a coachmaker by trade and 


worked under Josiah Shuck for a num- 
ber of years. 
Since then he con- 


ducted a hardware and tinware store 
and subsequently a grocery. He was 
treasurer of Bedford county from 1865 
to 1867, being elected on the Democrat- 
ic ticket; later he was custodian of the 
almshouse fund. The deceased was a 
member of the Methodist Episcopal 
church for forty-seven years. 


The funeral services was held at his 


home on East Pitt street, Tuesday 
morning at 9 30 o'clock, Rev. Dr. A. R. 
Miller, pastor of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church, officiating. 
The remains 


were laid to rest in the Bedford ceme" 
tery. The pall-bearers were J. S. Corle, 
W. S. Lysinger, E. F. Kerr, Frank 
Thompson, William Brice and Simon 
Ling. 
All the surviving children of 


Mr. Mardorff attended the funeral. 


As a public official Mr. Mardorff per- 


formed his duties faithfully and well; 
as a business man he was upright and 
honest and as a citizen he was always 
interested in the welfare of the town 
and its people, by whom he was highly 
esteemed. 


Who Can Vote. 


The Constitution of Pennsylvania 


fixes the qualifications of voters as 
follows: 


Section 
I . 
Every 
male citizen 


twenty-one years of age, possessing 
the following qualifications, shall be 
entitled to vote at all elections:— 


.First. He shall have been a citizen 


of the United States at least one 
month. 


Sectmd. He shall have resided in the 


state one year, or if, having previously 
been a qualified elector or native born 
citizen of the state, he shall have re- 
moved therefrom and returned then 


immediately preceding 
six month--, 
the election. 


Third. He shall have resided in the 


election district where he shall oft'er 
to vote at least two months immedi- 
ately preceding the election. 


Fourth 
If twenty-two years of age 


or upwards, he shall have paid with'n 
two years a state or county tax, whifh 
shall have been assessed at least IKO 
months and paid at least one month 
before the election.

They Still Seem Oblivious of the Fact That 


the War Is Ended 


According to the following cable- 


gram from Manila, dated August 13, 
the war in the Philippines is not over 
despite the assertions of the adminis- 
tration: 


MANILA, August 13 —Reports from 


the Visayas islands show that there 
has been increased activity among the 
insurgents there during the last six 
weeks. The American losses in the 
island of Panay 
last month were 


greater than in any month since Jan- 
uary last. 


General Mojica, in Leyte. and Gen- 


eral Lncban, in Samar, are harassing 
the garrisons, shooting into the towns 
during the night and ambushing small 
parties, firing and then 
retreating 


upon the larger bodies. The rebels 
possess an ample supply of ammuni- 
tion and are organized to a considera- 
ble degree. The Americans have gar- 
risoned three towns on Samar island, 
two of which shelter a tenth of the 
original inhabitants, who suffer from 
the continual "sniping" of the rebels 
from the surrounding hills The third 
is without any native inhabitants, the 
rebel outposts, a mile away, prevent 
ing their return to their homes. Gen-

house and lot in Bedford, subject to a 
charge of $600 to Clara C. Gorsuch. 
To Clara C. Gorsuch he gives S600, pay- 
able at the death of his wife and this 
sum is charged upon the real estate 
above given to his wife. 
To his 


wife he gives the rents, issues and 
profits of all his other estate or the 
interest upon the price thereof if sold 
by his executors for and during the 
period of her natural lifetime. 
He 


also gives her all of his movable prop- 
erty in the house and on the lot devis- 
ed to her. He authorizes his executors 
to sell and convey all or any part of his 
real estate, except the house and lot 
given to his wife. 
If they sell, the 


proceeds are to be applied to his wife 
for life and after her death to the de- 
visees hereafter named 
His wife is 


made residuary legatee. 
She is to 


have all his estate not hereinbefore or 
hereinafter bequeathed. To Daniel Bee- 
gle, his tenant, he bequeaths that part 
of the farm lying southwest of Cove 
creek, in Colerain township, containing 
about 70 acres, which he purchased 
from the assignees of Herbert Shoe- 
maker, also 12 acres of mountain land. 
These bequests to Beegle to take effect 
at the death of testator's wife. The bal- 
ance of his farm and mountain land pur- 
chased from the assignees of Herbert 
Shoemaker he gives to his brothers 
and sisters now living and the issue of 
such as are dead, as hereinafter direct- 
ed. 
His sisters, Sophia Harclerode, 


Elizabeth Ann Fluck and Margaret 
Gorsuch, and his brothers, Philip G 
Shoemaker and Jacob W. Shoemaker, 
are each to have one-eighth part of the 
devises contained in the foregoing 
clause of his will. Three-eighths of the 
devises contained in said clause are to 
be equally divided among the children 
of testator's brothers, Alexander and 
Abraham D Shoemaker, and his sister, 
Mary Ann Diehl 
The four shares de- 


cedent holds in the estate of his father, 
George Shoemaker, are to be divided 
among his heirs. All the real estate 
devised to his heirs is to be subject to 
the life estate of his wife. To the Re- 
formed church in Friend's Cove he 
gives S300. 


In a number of codicils, annexed on 


July IS, 1893, the following changes 
are made 


1. The second clause to be changed 


in this, to be payable one year after 
the death of his wife instead of at 
the death of his wife, 


2. lie gives to his wife the use of the 


pasture lot purchased from William 
Cromwell. 


3. To Elizabeth Ann Harclerode he 


gives S600, payable one year after the 
death of his wife. 


i. To Daniel Beegle he gives the 13 


acres of land in Colerain township, 
purchased from Reuben Smith, this 
bequest to take effect at the death of 
his wife. 


5. Because his brother^Jacob W.' 


Shoemaker, owed decedent considera- 
ble money the portion willed to him is 
to be divided among his other devisees 


B Three-sevenths, instead of three- 


eighths, of the devises contained in the 
ninth clause of his will should be di- 
vided equally among the children of 
testator's two brothers, Alexander and 
Abraham D , and his sister, Mrs. Diehl. 


7. Since the will was written testa- 


tor purchased all of the shares in his 
father's estate. They are bequeathed 
to the other devisees, except Jacob W. 
Shoemaker, subject to the life estate 
of his wife. 


S One hundred and one acres in Bed- 


ford township are to be sold by dece- 
dent's executors and $300 from the sale 
thereof are to be paid to the general 
use of the Reformed church, the bal- 
ance of the proceeds to be given to 
his wife.

MUNICIPAL TAXATION. 


William Jennings Bryan Is a Man of Blame- 


less Life and Spotless Character—A Raid 


lOn Coney Island's .Evil Resorts.

NEW YOBK, August 14.—Among the 


cases before the court last week was 
one where an Italian father tried to 
reclaim two of his children, who were 
girls, from the Children's Aid society. 
Several years before he had surrender- 
ed the children to the association un- 
der the sworn plea that he was too 
poor to care for them. The society 
accepted the charge and after a time 
found both the girls good homes in 
the west. Instead of their miserable 
residence in New York, they were 
placed with people who had no chil- 
dren of their own and who soon learn- 
ed to love them, anj<fue children, hap- 
py with their new-found parents, soon 
forgot the wretchedness and misery of 
their early life. 
They 
were well 


taught and well clad and as happy as 
children could be. 


When the Italian father learned 


that they could be placed in some fam- 
ily where, for taking care of children 
smaller than themselves, they might 
earn a portion of the cost of their 
keeping, he sought to reclaim them, 
so that he might get the money for 
their services and return them to the 
scenes of their childhood's misery and 
filth. In the case tried last week the 
city had cared for five of the complain- 
ant's children for several years, the 
absolute cash cost of their keeping 
being only a fraction short of a thou- 
sand dollars. 
In the anxious Italian 


father's effort to get rid of these little 
wage winners he swore that he was so 
poor that he could not support them, 
but when he wanted to reclaim them,he 
confided to the charities commissioner 
the fact that he had 81,400 in the sav- 
ings bank and that as the driver of a 
cart in the street cleaning depart- 
ment he had been receiving 814 a week 
for the past seven years. 


While the case is pending the two 


girls are committed to the care of the 
Gerry Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children. They exhibited 
the greatest terror when approached 
by their parents and clung close to the 
officer who had them in charge. It is 
to be hoped that the court will appoint 
the Children's Aid society as their 
guardian till they have reached the 
age of eighteen years, after which 
they will be able to take care of them- 
selves. 


While moaning over our heavy mu- 


nicipal taxation one of the most seri- 
ous subjects for reflection, is the fact 
that 80 per cent, of the pauper chil- 
dren supported by. the city are the; 
off- 


spring of foreign parents, so, notwith- 
standing the Record^ estimate of sev- 
enty-nine millions for the next year's 
municipal budget, the Greater New 
York will be lucky if it has not to foot a 
bill in excess of one hundred millions. 


After four years of trial nnder the 


merciless judgment of the political 
searchlight, the American people need 
hardly be told that William Jennings 
Bryan is a man of blameless life and 
spotless character.

BEDFORD'S CONTRIBUTION. 


What Sixty-Eight Dollar* will Do For the 


Famine Stricken People of India. 


The following self-explanatory letter 


was received by William S. Lysinger 
on Wednesday: 


NEW YOKK, August 14, 1900. 


Mr. William S. Lysinger, Bedford, Pa. 


DEAB SIR:—Permit me, in addition 


to our treasurer's formal receipt, to 
make special acknowledgment of the 
868 37, contributed by the citizens of 
Bedford and vicinity for India relief, 
forwarded August 9. The receipt of 
such voluntary and generous gifts 
from all parts of the country greatly 
encourages the committee in its earn- 
est endeavors. Your kind suggestion 
that still further remittances may be 
made also gives us great satisfaction. 


As yon will see from the enclosed 


"Statement," the famine distress is 
not diminishing, and that it cannot 
essentially dimmish, until after the 
harvests of next October and Novem- 
ber. Favorable rains have fallen, but 
they have fallen 
on destitute and 


emaciated millions, and the immediate 
suffering has been increased. 
The 


necessity for clothing and blankets 
and shelter is now added to the neces- 
sity for food. 


On the other hand, it gives me great 


pleasure to say that the gift of £68 37, 
with other gifts amounting to at least 
810,000, will be cabled to Tndia on 
Friday, August 17, without expense 
Four days thereafter you may think 
of the 868 37 as providing a day's 
food for 2,280 hungry persons, includ- 
ing not a few famished children, or 
buying 205 native blankets for the al- 
most naked, or sufficing to enable 27 
impoverished peasant farmers to re- 
seed their fields. I deem it scarcely 
less than wonderful how much relief 
can be secured by each dollar wisely 
expended in the famine district. 


It occurs to me that this letter may 


well be published in the papers of Bed- 
ford, and thus the thanks of the com- 
mittee be conveyed to each one of the 
kind hearted donors.

without their consent ?" The latter's 
reference to the ownership of these 
islands must cause a blush of shame to 
mantle the checks of even the most 
rabid imperialists.

If elected I shall convene congress in ex- 


traordinary session as soon as I am inau- 
gurated nnd recommend an immediate 
declaration of the nation's purpose, first, 
to establish a stable form of government 
in the Philippine islands, just as we are 
now establishing a stable form of govern- 
irent in the island of Cuba; second, to give 
independence to the Filipinos, just as we 
have promised to give independence to the 
Cubans; third, to protect the Filipinos 
from outside interference while they work 
out their destiny, just as we have protect- 
ed the republics of Central and South 
America, and are by the Monroe Doctrine 
pledged to protect Cuba. 


He who desires to know where Will- 


iam Jennings Bryan stands on every 
issue now before the people has hut 
to read his masterly speech.

delivered by II ja. William J. Uryau at 
Ind'.anapolis last week adopting the 
Democratic nomination for president 
of the United States: 


Mr. Chairman and Members of the 


Notification Committee:—I shall, at an 
early day, and in a more formal man- 
ner, 
accept the nomination which 


you tender, and I shall at that time 
disenss the various questions covered 
"by the Djmoeratic platform. It ma} 
not be out of place, however, to sub- 
mit a few observations at this time 
•upon the general character of the con- 
test before us, and upon the question 
waich is declared to be of paramount 
importance in this campaign 


When I say that the contest of 1900 


is a contest between democracy on the 
one hand and plutocracy on the other, I 
do not mean to say that all our oppo- 
nents have deliberately chosen to give 
to organized wealth a predominating 
influence in the affairs of the govern- 
ment, but I do assert that on the im- 
portant issues of the day the Republic- 
an party is dominated by those influ- 
ences which constantly tend to substi- 
tute the worship of mammon for the 
protection of the rights of man. 


MAX THE MASTER, MOXEY THE 
SERVANT. 


In 1S59 Lincoln said that the Repub- 


lican party believed in the man and the 
dollar, but in case of a conflict it be- 
lieved in the man before the dollar. 
This is the proper relation which 
should exist between the two. Man, 
the handiwork of God, comes first; 
money, the handiwork of man, is of in- 
ferior importance. Man is the master, 
money the servant, but upon all im- 
portant questions to-day Republican 
legislation tends to make money the 
master and man the servant. 


The maxim of Jefferson, "Equal 


rights to all and special privileges to 
none," and the doctrine of Lincoln that 
this should be a government "of the 
people, by the people and for the peo- 
ple," are being disregarded and the in- 
strumentalities of government are be- 
ing used to advance the interests of 
those who are in a position to seeure 
favors from the government. 


The Democratic party is not making 


war upon the honest acquisition of 
•wealth; it has no desire to discourage 
industry, economy and thrift. On the 
contrary, it gives to every citizen the 
greatest possible stimulus to honest 
toil when it promises him protection 
in the enjoyment of the proceeds of 
his labor. 
Property rights are most 


secure when human rights are most 
respected. 
Democracy strives for a 


civilization in which every member of 
society will share according to his 
merits.

one has a right to expect from 


society more than a fair compensation 
for the service which he renders to 
society. If he secures more it is at 
the expense of some one else. It is no 
injustice to him to prevent his doing 
injustice to another. 
To him who 


would, either through class legislation 
or in the absence of necessary legisla- 
tion, trespass upon the rights of anoth- 
er, the Democratic party says "Thou 
shalt not." 
Against us are arrayed a compara- 


tively small but politically and finan- 
cially powerful number who really 
profit by Republican politics, but with 
them are associated a large number 
who, 
because of their attachment to 


their party name, are giving their sup- 
port to doctrines antagonistic to the 
former teachings of their own party. 


Republicans who used to advocate 


bimetallism now try to convince them- 
selves that the gold standard is good; 
Reoublicans who were formerly at- 
tached to the greenback are now seek- 
ing an excuse for giving national 
banks control of the nation's paper 
money; Republicans who used to boast 
that the Republican party was paying 
oft' the national debt are now looking 
for reasons to support a perpetual and 
increasing debt; Republicans who for- 
merly abhorred a trust now beguile 
themselves with the delusion that 
there are good trusts and bad trusts, 
while in their minds the line between 
the two is becoming more and more 
obscure; Republicans who in times 
past congratulated the country upon 
the small expense of our standing army 
are now making light of the objections 
which are urged against a large in- 
crease in the permanent military es- 
tablishment; Republicans who gloried 
in our independence when the nation 
was lesb powerful now look with favor 
•upon a foreign alliance; Republicans 
who three years ago condemned "for- 
cible annexation" as immoral and even 
criminal are now sure that it is both 
immoral and criminal to oppose forci- 
ble annexation. 
That partisanship has already blinded 


many to present dangers is certain; 
how large a portion of the Republican 
party can be drawn over to the new 
policies remains to be seen. 
KEPUItLICANS EVADE PHILIPPINE ISSUE. 


For a time Republican leaders were 


inclined to deny to opponents the right 
to criticise the Philippine policy of the 
administration, but upon investiga- 
tion they found that both Lincoln 
and Clay asserted and exercised the 
right to criticise a president during 
the progress of the Mexican war. 


Instead of meeting th? issue boldly 


and submitting a clear and positive 
plan for dealing with the Philippine 
question, the Republican convention 
adopted a plat form the larger part of 
which was devoted to boasting and 
self-congratulation. 


In attempting to press economic 


questions upon the country to the ex- 
clusion of those which involve the very 
structure of our government, the Re- 
publican leaders give new evidence of 
their abandonment of the earlier ideals 
of the party and of their complete sub- 
serviency to pecuniary considerations. 


But they shall not be permitted to 


evade the stupendous and far-reaching 
issue which they have deliberately 
brought into the arena of politics. 
When the president, supported by a 
practically unanimous vote of the 
house and senate, entered upon a war 
with Spain for the purpose of aiding 
the struggling patriots of Cuba, the 
country, without regard to party, ap- 


have been had the treaty been rejected. 
Witli the treaty ratified, a clean-eui 
issue is presented between a govern- 
ment by consent and a government by 
force, and imperialists must bear the 
responsibility for all that happens 
until the question is settled. 


If the treaty had been rejected, the 


opponents of imperialism would have 
been held responsible for any interna- 
tional complications which might have 
arisen before the ratification ol another 
treaty. 
But whatever differences of 


opinion may have existed as to the best 
method of opposing a colonial policy, 
there never was any difference as to 
;he great importance of the question 
ind there ib no difference now as to 
jhe course to be pursued. 


The title of Spain being extinguish- 


ed, we were at liberty to deal with the 
Filipinos according to American prin- 
ciples. 
The Bacon resolution, intro- 


duced a month before hostilities broke 


at ilanila, promised independence 


:o the Filipinos on the same terms that 
t was promised to the Cubans. 1 sup- 
ported this resolution and believe that 
ts adoption prior to the breaking out 
of hostilities would have prevented 
>loodshed, and that its adoption at any 
subsequent 
time would have ended 


hostilities. 
EACOX KESOLUTIOX SHOULD HAVE rjEKX 


ADOPTED. 


If the treaty had been rejected, con- 


siderable time would have necessarily 
elapsed before a new treaty would 
lave been agreed upon and ratified, 
and during that time the question 
would have been agitating the public 
mind. 
If the Bacon resolution had been 


adopted by the senate and carried out 
oy the president, either at the time of 
the ratification of the treaty or at any 
time afterward, it would have taken 
the question of imperialism out of 
politics and left the American people 
tree to deal with their domestic prob- 
lems. But the resolution was defeated 
by the vote of the Republican vice- 
president, and from that time to this a 
Republican congress has refused to 
take any action whatever in the matter. 


When hostilities broke out at Manila, 


Republican speakers and Republican 
editors at once sought to lay the blame 
upon those who had delayed the ratifi- 
cation of the treaty, and during the 
progress of the war the same Republic- 
ans have accused the opponents of im- 
perialism of giving encouragement to 
the Filipinos. This is a cowardly eva- 
sion of responsibility. 


If it is right for the United States to 


hold the Philippine islands permanent- 
ly and imitate European empires in the 
government of colonies, the Republican 
party ought to state its pobition and de- 
fend it, but it must expect the subject 
races to protest against such a policy 
and to resist to the extent of their 
ability. The Filipinos do not need any 
encouragement from Americans now 
living. Our whole history has been 
an encouragement, not only to the 
Filipinos, but to all who are denied a 
voice in their own government. 


If the Republicans are prepared to 


censure all who have used language 
calculated to make the Filipinos hate 
foreign domination, let them eondeinu 
the speech of Patrick Henry. 
When 


he uttered that passionate appeal, 
••Give me liberty or give me death,'' lie 
expressed a sentiment which still 
echoes in the hearts of men. Let them 
censure Jefferson; of all the statesmen 
of history, none has used words so 
offensive "to those who would hold 
Lheir fellows in political bondage. 


Let them censure Washington, who 


declared that the colonist must choose 
between liberty and slavery. Or if the 
statute of limitations has run against 
the sins of Henry and Jefferson and 
Washington, let them censure Lincoln, 
whose Gettysburg speech will be quot- 
ed in defense of popular government 
when the present advocates of foice 
and conquest are forgotten. 


Some one has said that a truth once 


spoken can never be recalled. 
It goes 


on and on, and no one can set a limit 
to its ever-widening influence. 
But if 


it were possible to obliterate every 
word written or spoken in defense of 
the principles set forth in the Declara- 
tion of Independence, a war of con- 
quest would still leave its legacy of 
perpetual hatred, for it was God Him- 
self who placed in every human heart 
placed 


the love of liberty. 
He never made a 


plauded. 
Although the Democrats recognized 


that the administration would neces- 
sarily gain a political advantage from 
the conduct of a war which in the very 
nature of the case must soon end in a 
complete victory, they vied with the 
Republicans in the support which they 
gave to the president. 


When the war was over and the Re- 


publican leaders began to suggest the 
propriety of a colonial policy, opposi- 
tion at once manifested itself. When 
the president finally laid before the 
senate a treaty which recognized the 
independence of Cuba but provided for 
the cession of the Pnilippine islands 
to the United States, the menace of im- 
perialism became so aoparent that 
many preferred to reject the treaty and 
risk the ills that might follow rather 
than take the chance of correcting the 
errors of the treaty by the independ- 
ent action of this country 


I was among the number of those 


who believed it better to ratify the 
treaty and end the war, release the 
volunteers, remove the excuse for war 
expenditures, and then give to the 
Filipinos their independence, which 
might be forced from Spain by a new 
treaty. 
In view of the criticism which my 


action aroused in some quarters I take 
this occasion to restate the reasons 
given at that time. I thought it safer 1 
to trust the American people to give 
independence to the Filipinos than to 
trust the accomplisment of that pur- 
pose to diplomacy with an unfriendly 
nation. 
Lincoln embodied an argu- 


ment in the question when he asked, 
"Can aliens make treaties easier than 
friends can make laws ?" 


I believe that we are now in a better 


position to wage » snecessfnl contest 


,-ace of people so low in the scale of 
civilization 
or intelligence that it 


would welcome a foreign master. 


Those who would have this nation 


i-nter upon a career of empire must 
consider not only the effect of imperi- 
alism on the Filipinos, but they must 
also calculate its effect upon our own 
nation. 
We cannot repudiate the proposition, 


principle of self-government in the adopted by 
fhilippines without weakening that 
principle here. 


Lincoln said that the safety of this 


nation was not in its fleets, its armies, 
its forts, but in the spirit which prizes 
liberty as the heritage of all men, in 
all lands, everywhere; and he warned 
his countrymen that they could not 
destroy this spirit without planting 
the seeds of despotism at their own 
doors. 


DEBARRED TROli SYMPATHY WITH BOEKS. 


Even now we are beginning to see 


the paralyzing influence of imperialism. 
Eeretofore this nation has been prompt 
to express its sympathy with those 
who were fighting for civil liberty. 
While our sphere of activity has been 
limited to the western hemisphere, 
our sympathies have not been bounded 
by the seas. We have felt it due to 
ourselves and to the world, as well as 
to those who are struggling for the 
right to govern themselves, to proclaim 
the interest which our people have, 
from the date of their own independ- 
ence, felt in every contest between 
human rights and arbitrary power. 
Three-quarters of a century ago, when 
our nation was small, the struggles 
of Greece aroused our people, and 
Webster and Clay gave eloquent ex- 
pression to the universal desire for Gre- 
cian independence. 
_ 


In 1S90 all parties manifested a lively 


interest in the success of the Cubans, 
but now when a war ib in progress in 
South Africa which must result in the 
extension of the monarchial idea or in 
the triumph of a republic, the advo- 
cates of imperialism in this country 
dare not say a word in behalf of the 
Boers. 


ritory, Florida, Texas and other tracta 
wliicli Inivc been secured from timj to 
time enlarged the republic, and the 
constitution followed the flag into the 
new territory. 


HOW EXPANSION HAS FAILED. 


It is now proposed to seiz? upon dis- 


tant territory already more densely pop- 
ulated than our own country, and to 
force upon the people a government for 
which there is no warrant in our con- 
stitution or our laws. Even the argu- 
ment that this earth belongs to those 
svho desire to cultivate it and who have 
the physical power to acquire it cannot 
be invoked to justify the appropriation 
of the Philippine islands by the United 
States. 


If the islands were uninhabited, 


American citizens would not be will- 
i£g to go there and till the soil. The 
white race will not live so near the 
equator. Other nations have tried to 
colonize in the same latitude. 
The 


Netherlands have controlled Java for 
300 years, and yet there are less than 
60,000 people of European birth scat- 
tered among tlie 25,000,000 natives. 


After a century and a half of Eng- 


lish domination in India, less than 
one-twentieth of 1 per cent, of the peo- 
ple of India are of English birth, and 
it requires an army of 70,000 British 
soldiers to take care of the tax collec- 
tors. Spain had asserted title to the 
Philippine islands for three centuries, 
and yet when our fleet entered Manila 
bay there were less than 10,000 Span- 
iards residing in the Philippines. 


A colonial policy means that we 


shall send to the Philippine islands 
a few traders, a few taskmasters and a 
few office-holders, and an army large 
enough to support the authority of a 
small fraction of the people while they 
rule the natives. 


If we have an imperial policy we 


must have a great standing army as its 
natural and necessary complement. 
The spirit which will justify the for- 
cible annexation of the Philippine 
islands will justify 
the seizure of 


other islands and the domination of 
other people, and with wars of con- 
quest we can expect a certain if not 
rapid growth of our military establish- 
ment. 


That a large permanent increase in 


our regular army is intended by the 
Eepublican leaders is no mere matter 
of conjecture, but a matter of fact. 
In his message of December 5,1898, the 
president asked for authority to in- 
crease the standing army to 100,000. 
In 1390 
the army contained about 25,- 


000. 


Within two years the president ask- 


ed for four times that many, and a 
Republican house of representatives 
complied with the request after the 
Spanish treaty had been signed and 
when no country was at war with the 
United States. If such an army is de- 
manded when an imperial policy is 
contemplated but not openly avowed, 
what may be expected if the people 
encourage the Republican party by 
indorsing its policy at the polls ? 


DANGER OF BIB STANDING AKMY. 


A large standing army is not only a 


pecuniary burden to the people and, if 
accompanied by compulsory service, a 
constant source of irritation, but it is 
ever a menace to a republican form of 
government. The army is the personi- 
fication of force, and militarism will 
inevitably change the ideals of the 
people and turn the thoughts of our 
young men from the arts of peace to 
the science of war. The government 
vvuich relies for its defense upon its 
citizens is more likely to be just than 
one which has at call a large body of 
professional soldiers. 


A small standing army and a well- 


equipped and well disciplined state 
militia, are sufficient atordinary times, 
and in an emergency the nation should 
in the future as in the past place its 
dependence upon the volunteers who 
come trom all occupations at their 
country's call, and return to produc- 
tive labor when their services are no 
longer required—men who fight when 
the country needs fighters and work 
when the country needs workers. 


The Republican platform assumes 


that the Philippine islands will be re- 
tained under American sovereignty, 
and we have a right to demand of the 
Republican leaders a discussion of the 
future status of the Filipino. Is he to 
be a citizen or a subject'? Are we to 
bring mto the body politic 3,000,000 or 
10,000,000 Asiatics, so different from us 
in race and history that amalgamation 
ib impossible ? Are they to share with 
us in making the laws and shaping 
the destiny of this nation ? 


No Republican of prominence has 


been bold enough to advocate such a

resisted our authority ? If secret in- 
luences could compel a disregard of 
our plain duty toward friendly people 
.iving near our shores, what treatment 
will those same influences provide for 
unfriendly people 7,000 miles away? 


If in this country, where the people 


aave the 'right to vote, Republican 
.eaders dare not take the side of the 
people against the great monopolies 
which have grown up within the last 
few years, how can they be trusted to 
protect the Filipinos from the corpo- 
rations which are waiting to exploit 
the islands ? 


Is the sunlight of full citizenship to 


_e enjoyed by the people of the United 
States and the twilight of semi-citi- 
zenship endured by the people of 
Porto Rico, while the thick darkness 
of perpetual vassalage covers the Phil- 
ippines ? The Porto Kico tariff law 
asserts the doctrine that the operation 
of the constitution is confined to tbe 
forty-five 
states. 
The 
Democratic 


party disputes this doctrine and de- 
aounces it as repugnant to both the 
letter and spirit of our organic law. 
There is no place incur system of gov- 
ernment for the deposit of arbitrary 
and irresponsible power.

tias is found in the fact that he enjoys 
the same constitutional 
guarantees 


and is subject to the same general 
laws as a citizen of a state. Take 
away this security, and bis rights will 
be violated and his interests sacrificed 
at the demand of those who have 
political influence. This is the evil of 
the colonial system, no matter by 
what nation it is applied. 


CAN HAVE NO TITLE TO THE PEOPLE. 
What is our title to the Philippine 


islands ? Do we hold them by treaty 
or by conquest ? Did we buy them or 
did we take them ? Did we purchase 
the people ? If not, how did we se- 
cure title tothem? Were they thrown 
in with the land '.' Will the Republic- 
ans say that inanimate earth has 
value, but that when that earth is 
moulded by the Divine Hand and 
stamped with the likeness of the 
Creator it becomes a fixture and passes 
with the soil ? 


If governments derive their just 


powers from the consent of the gov- 
erned, it is impossible to seeure title 
to people either by force or by pur- 
:hase. 


We could extinguish Spain's title by 


treaty, but if we hold title we must 
hold it by some method consistent 
with our ideas of government. When 
we made allies of the Filipinos and 
armed them to fight against Spain we 


any particular nations, or to all na- 
tions combined, can require the aban- 
donment of our theory ol government 
and the substitution of doctrines 
against which our whole national life 
has been a protest; and, second, that 
our obligation to the Filipinos, who 
inhabit the islands, is greater than 
any obligation which we oau owe to 
foreigners who have a temporary resi- 
dence in the Philippines or desire to 
trade there. 


FILIPINOS CAM GOVERN THEMSELVES. 
It is argued by some that the Fili- 


pinos are incapable ot self-government 
and that therefore we owe it to the 
world to take control of them. Ad- 
miral Dewey, in an official report to 
the navy department, declared the 
Filipinos more capable of self-govern- 
ment than the Cubans, and said that 
he based his opinion upon a knowledge 
of both races. But I will not rest the 
ease upon the relative advancement of 
the Filipinos.

On one occasion he declar- 
ed: "If there be one principle more 
deeply rooted than any other in the 
mind of every American it is that we 
should have nothing to do with con- 
quest." And again he said: "Conquest 
is not in our principles; it is inconsist- 
ent with our government." 


The forcible annexation of territory 


to be governed by arbitrary power 
differs as much from the acquisition of 
territory to be built up into states as 
a monarchy differs from a democracy. 
The Democratic party does not oppose 
expansion when expansion enlarges 
the area of the republic and incorpo- 
rates land which can be settled by 
American citizens, or adds to our popu 
lation people who are willing to be 
come citizens and are capable of dis 
charging their duties as such. 


The acquisition of the Lousiana ter 


aiter the ratification of the treaty, ex- 
pressly negatives this idea. The Dem- 
ocratic platform describes the situa- 
tion when it says that the Filipinos 
cannot be citizens without endanger- 
ing our civilization. Who will dispute 
it ?And what is the alternative ? If the 
Filipino is not to be a citizen, shall we 
mike him a subject? On that ques- 
tion the Democratic platform speaks' 
with equal emphasis. It declares that 
the Filipino cannot be a subject with- 
autendangeriug our form of govern- 
ment. A republic can have no sub- 
jects. A subject is possible only in a 
government resting upon force; he is 
unknown in a government deriving its 
just powers from the consent of the 
governed. 


The Republican platform says that 
'the largest measure of self-govern- 
ment consistent with their welfare and 
our duties shall be secured to them 
(the 
Filipinos) by law." This is a 


strange doctrine for a government 
which owes its very existence to the 
men who offered their lives as a pro- 
test against government without con- 
,ont and taxation without representa- 
iion. 
In what respect does the position of 


the Republican party differ from the 
position taken by the Eaglish govern- 
ment in 1770 ? Did not the English 
government promise a good govern- 
ment to the colonists? What king 
ever promised a bad government to 
his people ? 
Did not the Eaglish government 


promise that the colonists should have 
the largest measure of self-govern- 
ment consistent with their welfare 
and Eaglish duties ? Did not the 
Spanish government promise to give to 
the Cubans the largest measure of self- 
government consistent with their wel- 
fare and Spanish duties ? 


KEPb'BLIC AXD MONAKCHY CONTRASTED. 


The whole difference between a mon- 


archy and a republic may be summed 
up in one sentence. In a monarchy the 
king gives to the people what he be- 
lieves to be a good government; in a 


Spain's title we are not innocent pur- 
chasers. But even if we had not dis- 
puted Spain's title she could transfer 
no greater title than she had. and her 
title was based on force alone. 


We cannot defend such a title, but 


as Spain gave us a quitclaim deed we 
ean honorably turn the property over 
to the party in possession. Whether 
any American official gave the Fili- 
pinos formal assurance of independence 
is not material. There can be no 
doubt that we accepted and utilized 
the services of the Filipinos, and that 
when we did so we had full knowledge 
that they were fighting for their own 
independence, and I submit that his- 
tory furnishes no example of turpitude 
baser than ours if we now substitute 
our yoke for the Spanish yoke. 


Let us consider briefly the reasons 


which have been given in support of 
an imperialistic policy. Some say that 
it is oar duty to hold the Philippine 
islands. But duty is not an argument; 
it is a conclusion. To ascertain what 
our duty is, in any emergency,we must 
apply well-settled and generally-ac- 
cepted principles 
It is our duty to avoid stealing, no 


matter whether the thing to be stolen 
is of great or little value. It is our 
duty to avoid killing a human being, 
no matter where the human being 
lives or to what race or class he be- 
longs. Every one recognizes the obli- 
gation imposed upon individuals to 
observe both the human and the moral 
law, 
but, as some deny the application 


of those lawb to nations, it may not be 
out of place to quote the opinions of 
others. Jefferson, than whom there 
is no higher political authority, said: 


"I know of but one code of morality 


for men, whether acting singly or col- 
lectively." 
Franklin, whose learning, wisdom 


and virtue are a part of the priceless 
legacy bequeathed to us from the Rev- 
olutionary days, expressed the same 
idea in even stronger language when 
he said: 
"Justice is as strictly due between 


neighbor nations as between neighbor 
citizens. A highwayman is as much a 
robber when he plunders in a gang as 
when single; and the nation that 
makes an unjust war is only a great 
gang." 


Men may dare to do in crowds what 


they would not dare to do as individ- 
uals, but the moral character ot an 
act is not determined by the number 
of those who join in it. Force can de- 
fend a right, but force has never yet 
created a right. If it was true, as de- 
clared in the resolutions of interven- 
tion, that the Cubans "are and of 
right ought to be free and independ- 
ent" (language taken from the Decla- 
ration of Independence,) it is equally 
true that the Filipinos "are and of 
right ought to be free and independ- 
ent." 


The right of the Cubans to freedom 


was not based upon their proximity to 
the United States, nor upon the lan- 
guage which they spoke, nor yet upon 
the race or races to which they be 


It is the doctrine of thrones that 


man is too ignorant to govern himself. 
Their partisans assert his incapacity 
in reference to all nations; if they can- 
not command universal assent to the 
proposition, it is then remanded to 
particular nations; and our pride and 
our presumption too often make con- 
verbs of us. I contend that it is to 
arraign the disposition of Providence 
Himself to suppose that He has cre- 
ated beings incapable of governing 
themselves, and to be trampled on by 
kings. Self-government is the natural 
government of man." 


Clay was right. There are degrees 


of proficiency in the art of self-govern- 
ment, but it is a reflection upon the 
Creator to say that He denied to any 
people the capacity for self-govern- 
ment. Once admit that some people 
are capable of self-government and 
that others are not, and that the capa- 
ble people have a right to seize upon 
and govern the incapable, and you 
make force—brute 
force—the only 


foundation of government and invite 
the reign of the despot. 


I am not willing to believe that an 


all-wise and an all-loving God created 
the Filipinos and then left them thou- 
sands of years helpless until the isl- 
ands attracted the attention of Eu- 
ropean nations. 


Republicans ask: "Shall we haul 


down the flag that floats over our dead 
in the Philippines'?" The same ques- 
tion might have been asked when the 
American flag floated overChapultepec 
and waved over the dead who fell 
there; but the tourist who visits the 
City of Mexico finds there a national 
cemetery owned by the United States 
and cared for by an American citizen. 


Our flag still floats over our dead, 


but when the treaty with Mexico was 
signed American authority withdrew 
to the Rio Grande, and I venture the 
opinion that during the last fifty years 
the people of Mexico have made more 
progress under the stimulus of inde- 
pendence and self-government than 
they would have made under a carpet- 
bag government held in place by 
bayonets. 


The 
United States and Mexico, 


friendly republics, are each stronger 
and happier than they would have 
been had the former been cursed and 
the latter crushed by an imperialistic 
policy, disguised as "benevolent as- 
similation." 


WE CAN, BUT SHOULD SOT, 


Can we not govern colonies ?" we 


are asked. The question is not what 
we can do, but what we ought to do. 
This nation ean do whatever it desires 
to do, but it must accept responsibil- 
ity for what it does. If the constitu- 
tion stands in the way, the people can 
amend the constitution. I repeat, the 
nation can do whatever it desires to 
do, but it cannot avoid the natural and 
legitimate results of its own conduct. 


The young man, upon reaching his 


majority, can do what he pleases. He 
can disregard the teachings of his 
parents; he can trample upon all that 
he has been taught to consider sacred; 
he can disobey the laws of the state, 
the laws of society and the laws of 
God. 
He can stamp failure upon his 


life and make his very existence a 
curse to his fellow-men, and he can 
bring his father and mother in sorrow 
to the grave. But he cannot annul 
the sentence: "The wages of sin is 
death." 


And so with the nation. It is of age, 


and it can do what it pleases. It can 
spurn the traditions of the past; it can 
repudiate the principles upon which 
the nation rests; it can employ force 
instead of reason; it can substitute 
might for right; it ean conquer weaker 
people; it can exploit their lands, ap- 
propriate their property and kill their 
people. But it cannot repeal the moral 
law or escape the punishment decreed 
for the violation of human rights. 
Would we traad in the paths of tyranny, 


Nor reckon the tyrant's cost ? 


Who taketh another's liberty. 


His freedom is also lost. 


Would we win as the strong have ever won, 


Make ready to pay the debt, 
For the God who reigned over Babylon 


Is the Hod who ib reigning yet. 
Some argue that American rule in 


the Philippine islands will result in 
the better education of the Filipinos. 
Be not deceived. 
If we expect to 


maintain a colonial policy, we shall 
not fiad it to our advantage to educate 
the people. 
The educated Filipinos 


are now in revolt against us, and the 
most ignorant ones have made the 
least resistance to our domination. 
If we are to govern them without their 
consent and give them no voice in de- 
termining the taxes which they must 
pay we dare not educate them, lest 
they learn to read the Declaration of 
Independence and the Constitution of 
the United States, and mock us for our 
inconsistency. 


The principal arguments, however, 


advanced by those who enter upon a 
defense of imperialism are: 


First—That we must improve the 


present opportunity to become a world 
power and enter into international 
politics. 
Second—That our commercial inter- 


ests in the Philippine islands and in 
the Orient make it necessary for us to 
hold the islands permanently. 


Third—That the spread of the Chris- 


tian religion will be facilitated by a 
colonial policy. 


Fourth—That there is no honorable 


retreat from the position which the 
nation has taken. 


The first argument is addressed to 


the nation's pride and the second to 
the nation's pocketbook, The third is 
.ntended for the church member and 


expansion of our trade and open new 
markets." 
This is the commercial argument. 


It is based upon the theory that war 
can be rightly waged tor pecuniary 
advantage, and that it is profitable to 
purchase trade by force and violence. 
Franklin denied both of these proposi- 
tions. 
When Lord Howe asserted that 


the acts of parliament which brought 
on the revolution were necessary to 
prevent American trade from passing 
into foreign channels,Franklin replied: 


"To me it seems that neither the 


obtaining nor retaining of any trade, 
how valuable soever, is an object for 
which men may justly spill each 
other's blood; that the true and sure 
means of extending and securing com- 
merce are the goodness and cheapness 
of commodities, and that the profits of 
no trade can ever be equal to the ex- 
pense of compelling it and holding it 
by fleets and armies. I consider this 
war against us, therefore, as both un- 
just and unwise." 


I place the philosophy ol Franklin 


against the sordid doctrine of those 
who would put a price upon the head 
of an American soldier and justify a 
war of conquest upon the ground that 
it will pay. The Democratic party is 
in favor of the expansion of trade. It 
would extend our trade by every 


I 


legitimate and peaceful means, but 
.s not willing to make merchandise of 
human blood. 


But a war of conquest is as unwise 


as it is unrighteous. A harbor and 
coaling station in the Philippines 
would answer every trade and military 
necessity, and such a concession could 
have been secured at any time without 
difficulty. 
It is not necessary to own people in 


order to trade with them. We carry 
on trade to-day with every part of the 
world, and our commerce has expand- 
ed more rapidly than the commerce of 
any European empire. We do not own 
Japan or China, but we trade with 
their people. We have not absorbed 
the republics of Central and South 
America, but we trade with them. 


It has not been necessary to have 


any political connection with Canada 
or the nations of Europe in order to 
trade with them. 
Trade cannot be 


permanently 
profitable unless it is 


voluntary. When trade is secured by 
force, the cost of securing it and re- 
taining it must be taken out of the 
profits, and the profits are never large 
enough to cover the expense. 
Such a 


system would never be defended but 
for the fact that the expense is borne 
by all the people, while the profits are 
enjoyed by a few. 


BURDEN UPON THE MASSES. 


Imperialism would be profitable to 


the army contractors; it would be 
profitable to the ship-owners, who 
would carry live soldiers to the Philip- 
pines and bring dead soldiers back; 
it would be profitable to those who 
would seize upon the franchises, and 
it would be profitable to the officials 
whose salaries would be fixed here and 
paid over there; but to the farmer, to 
the laboring m&n and to the vast ma- 
jority of those engaged in other occu- 
pations it would bring expenditure 
without return and risk without re- 
ward. 


Farmers and laboring men have, as 


a rule, small incomes and, under sys- 
tems which place the tax upon con- 
sumption, pay more than their fair 
share of the expenses of government. 
Thus the very people who receive least 
benefit from imperialism will be in- 
jured most by the military burdens 
which accompany it. 


In addition to the evils which he 


and the farmer share in common, the 
laboring man will be the first to suffer 
if Oriental subjects seek work in the 
United States; the first to suffer if 
American capital leaves our shores to 
employ Oriental labor in the Philip- 
pines to supply the trade of China and 
Japan; the first to suffer from the 
violence which the military spirit 
arouses, and the first to suffer when 
the methods of imperialism are applied 
to our own government. 


It is not strange, therefore, that the 


labor organizations have been quick to 
note the approach of these dangers 
and prompt to protest against both 
militarism and imperialism. 


The pecuniary argument, though 


more effective with certain classes, is 
not likely to be used so often or pre- 
sented with BO much emphasis as the 
religious argument. If what has been 
termed the "gunpowder gospel" were 
urged against the Filipinos only, it 
would be a sufficient answer to say 
that a majority of the Filipinos are 
now members of one branch of the 
Christian church; but the principle 
involved is one of much wider applica- 
tion and challenges serious considera- 
tion. 


KELIOIOUS ABSUMUNT CONSIDERED. 
The religious argument varies in 


positiveness from a passive belief that 
Providence delivered the Filipinos into 
our hands, for their good and our 
glory, to the exultation of the minister 
who said we ought to "thrash the 
natives (Filipinos) until they under- 
stand who we are," and that "every 
bullet sent, every cannon shot and 
every 
ness.''
